Lower Bucks County’s weary, 
groggy motorists. 
In a plan to bring the area’s 
highway network up to pres­ 
ent-day demands, the depart­ 
ment will rebuild and widen 
abou1 11-and-a-half 
miles 
of 
roads and three bridges. 
The projects will be more 
than just a face lifting. 


Construction crews will start 
from scratch, digging out old, 
humpy, 
rutty, 
pitted 
roads, 
and rebuilding them from the 
ground up. 
New Bridge 
Projects, scheduled for this 
summer are: 
Trenton 
road 
from Fairless Hills to Route 
413; Newportville road from 
Kindle to Fallsington: 
Bath 
road from Otter street, Bris­ 
tol. to Route 413, and Penn 
Valley road 
from 
Newport­ 
ville road to Tullytown-Fall- 
sington road. 
Fven one of the infamous, 
one-horse bridges will be re­ 


placed. This is the span over 
Queen Anne's creek on Bris- 
tol-Oxford Valley road. 
The other bridges to he re­

are

After Skirmishes 
And Warnings

Egypt 
has 
assured 
the 
United States that it has ne 
present plans to send troops 
into the Gaza Strip, along 
whose borders Israeli sourc­ 
es reported new minor vio­ 
lence today. 
Cairo dispatches also re­ 
ported that Egypt has as­ 
sured the United Nations it 
has no intention of pushing 
the U.N. Emergency Force 
out of the disputed Strip. 


At the sam e time, Cairo has out­ 
lined its views on future Egyp­ 
tian operation of the Suez Canal 
in a mem orandum handed to rep­ 
resentatives of the United States, 
the Soviet Union, India and the 
U.N. 


The three moves eased the ten­ 
sion in the Mideast, where offi­ 
cials feared the minor Gaza bor­ 
der incidents might mushroom in­ 
to m ajor trouble. 
Israel has warned against the 
return of a ‘‘belligerent” Egypt 
I to Caza and the United States and 
J other nations have been working 
in secret to slow down Egypt's 
moves in that direction. 
Israel said a farm tractor was 
blown up by a mine at the border 
settlem ent of N'ahal Oz and that 
(three more plastic mines were 
found in the vicinity. They appar­ 
ently were laid by Fedayeen com ­ 
mandos since tracks led to the 
Gaza border. 


Thieves also penetrated 20 yards 
inside the Israeli frontier and stole 
grain from a border farm. 
The Egyptian move into Caza 
was nearing completion, and Cairo 
Radio reported the U N. Em ergen­ 
cy Force was moving its head­ 
quarters out of the strip.
